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Continuing  care 
for  cancer  patients

9  am.  March  2,  1982.  Medical 
College  of  Virginia  Hospitals. 
A  young  woman  weeps,  hands 
pressed  against  her  eyes  as  she 
struggles  to  hold  back  the  tears. 
Her  doctor  h^s  just  informed  her 
that  she  has  cancer. 

Scenes  like  this  one  are  the  call 
to  action  for  staff  members  in  the 
university's  Cancer  Rehabilitation 
and  Continuing  Care  (CRCC)  Pro- 
gram. Together,  they  help  ease 
the  adjustment  of  patients  and 
families  to  the  psychological  and 
physical  hardships  of  cancer. 

"We  provide  comprehensive, 
coordinated,  and  continuous  care 
for  all  cancer  patients,"  said  Pat 
Franco,  program  coordinator. 
"Cancer  patients  go  through 
many  different  stages  and  treat- 
ments. We're  here  to  communi- 
cate with  them  throughout  the 
entire  process." 

Staff  members  work  with  all 
types  of  cancer  patients.  For  those 
with  hopes  of  cure  or  long-term 
control  for  their  disease,  staff 
members  assist  in  resuming  nor- 
mal activity.  Staff  members  also 
provide  care  for  patients  with  un- 
controllable cancer  until  death 
and  maintain  contact  with  family 


members  during  bereavement. 

The  Cancer  Rehabilitation  and 
Continuing  Care  Program  is  a  di- 
vision of  the  Department  of  Reha- 
bilitation Medicine.  It  was  intro- 
duced in  1974  under  the  direction 
of  Dr.  Susan  Mellette,  medical  on- 
cologist, with  a  grant  from  the 
National  Cancer  Institute.  When 
the  grant  expired  in  1977,  MCV 
Hospitals  incorporated  the  pro- 
gram into  its  range  of  patient  ser- 
vices. 

Three  nurses,  one  speech  pa- 
thologist, two  occupational  thera- 
pists, three  physical  therapists,  a 
rehabilitation  counselor,  a  data  co- 
ordinator, and  a  chaplain  partici- 
pate in  the  program.  They  pro- 
vide care  to  patients  in  the 
university's  hospitals  and  clinics 
and  in  their  homes. 

In  order  to  deal  most  effectively 
with  all  types  of  cancer  patients, 
the  program  is  organized  around 
small  teams  based  on  the  site  and 
stage  of  the  cancer  being  treated. 
Individual  teams  work  with  pa- 
tients having  breast,  gastrointesti- 
nal, and  head  and  neck  cancer. 
Two  teams  work  specifically  with 
patients  suffering  from  advanced 
stages  of  the  disease.  Another 
deals  only  with  pediatric  patients. 
Each  group  is  directed  by  a  team 
coordinator  and  augmented  by 
appropriate  hospital  staff  mem- 
bers. 


Once  a  patient  is  diagnosed  as 
having  cancer,  the  appropriate 
team  coordinator  meets  with  the 
patient  and  explains  the  CRCC 
program.  Next,  the  team  coordi- 
nator meets  with  other  team 
members  to  develop  a  plan  of 
care.  Once  the  plan  has  been  im- 
plemented, teams  meet  on  a 
weekly  basis  to  chart  patients' 
progress.  Often  changes  in  the 
plan  of  care  are  made. 

The  meetings  also  serve  as  a  fo- 
rum for  team  members  to  air  their 
feelings  and  frustrations.  "Team 
members  are  very  close  and  sup- 
portive of  one  another,"  said 
Franco.  "The  meetings  provide  an 
informal  way  of  alleviating 
stress." 

While  working  with  cancer  pa- 
tients might  be  considered  de- 
pressing. Franco  emphasized 
such  is  not  the  case.  "We're  sad- 
dened by  the  outcomes  for  some 
of  our  patients,  but  I  wouldn't  call 
the  work  depressing.  The  chal- 
lenges are  tremendous  and  when 
your  intervention  has  positive  ef- 
fects in  a  patient,  it  gives  you  a 
great  sense  of  accomplishment." 

In  addition  to  providing  patient 
care,  team  members  spend  time 
with  families  allaying  their  fears, 
answering  questions,  and  helping 


them  adjust  to  a  patient's  declin- 
ing health  if  the  disease  pro- 
gresses. 

While  team  members  spend 
much  time  in  the  hospitals,  the 
home  care  they  provide  is  a  key 
component  of  the  CRCC  pro- 
gram. Patients  treated  at  home 
are  usually  those  who  have  had 
surgery  and  whose  wounds  do 
not  require  medical  care  in  the 
hospital.  Patients  with  advanced 
cases  are  also  treated  at  home 
where  they  are  usually  more  con- 
f  or  table. 

Franco  said  the  average  home 
care  caseload  is  35  patients.  A 
staff  of  trained  volunteers  assists 
with  the  home  care  portion  of  the 
program. 

When  working  with  patients  in 
their  homes  team  members  often 
discover  that  modifications  in  the 
home  environment  must  be 
made.  Modifications  include  ev- 
erything from  securing  a  hospital 
bed,  to  rearranging  furniture  so 
that  a  patient  in  a  wheelchair  can 
move  about  more  easily,  to  sup- 
plying a  bedside  commode  for  a 
patient  unable  to  walk  to  the 
bathroom. 

Special  mechanical  devices  are 
often  supplied  to  patients  which 
aid  them  in  reaching  and  grasping 
objects.  These  devices  are  espe- 
cially helpful  to  wheelchair  pa- 
tients who  have  difficulty  reach- 
ing items  in  cupboards  and  on 
shelves.  Ambulatory  aids  such  as 
canes  and  walkers  are  also  fur- 
nished to  patients  who  need 
them. 

"Our  goal  in  the  home  care  pro- 
gram is  to  keep  patients  indepen- 
dent for  as  long  as  possible,"  said 
Franco. 

For  patients  whose  cancer  is 
under  control  and  who  are  able  to 
return  to  work,  staff  members 
work  with  the  Virginia  Depart- 
ment of  Rehabilitative  Services  in 
contacting  employers  to  see  that 
any  necessary  changes  are  made 
in  the  work  environment.  Fre- 
quently, staff  members  are  asked 
to  give  presentations  on  cancer  to 
a  patient's  co-workers.  For  pa- 
tients preparing  to  leave  MCV 


Hospitals,  staff  members  assist 
with  discharge  planning  to  ensure 
proper  follow-up  care. 

Indicative  of  the  success  of  the 
university's  Cancer  Rehabilitation 
and  Continuing  Care  Program, 
the  Health  Care  Financing  Ad- 
ministration selected  it  as  one  of 
26  sites  nationwide  to  participate 
in  a  two-year  hospice  demonstra- 
tion program.  The  program  is  in- 
vestigating the  success  of  various 
treatment  plans  for  patients  with 
advanced  diseases,  including  can- 
cer. "All  types  of  care  for  patients 
both  at  home  and  in  the  hospital 
are  being  evaluated,"  Franco  said. 
"The  goal  is  to  come  up  with  an 
ideal  package  that  is  cost  effec- 
tive." 

Current  Medicaid  and  Medicare 
restrictions  on  payments  for  cer- 
tain medical  services  make  con- 
tinuous care  impossible  for  some 
individuals.  Franco  hopes  that  as 
a  result  of  this  project,  which  will 
conclude  in  October,  changes  will 
be  made  in  the  restrictions  so  that 
quality  care  will  become  a  reality 
for  all  cancer  patients. 

In  addition  to  their  work  with 
cancer  patients  at  home  and  in 
MCV  Hospitals,  team  members 
are  also  active  in  the  community. 
Presentations  are  made  on  a  regu- 
lar basis  to  civic  and  school 
groups  to  educate  them  about  the 
needs  of  cancer  patients  and  the 
efforts  of  the  CRCC  program  to 
meet  them.  Team  members  also 
augment  the  work  of  the  Ameri- 
can Cancer  Society. 

Franco  said  she  has  seen  signifi- 
cant change  in  attitudes  about  re- 
habilitation for  cancer  patients  in 
the  last  few  years.  While  little  at- 
tention was  paid  to  their  needs  in 
the  past,  increases  in  the  number 
of  rehabilitation  programs  and  re- 
ferrals for  counseling  are  signs 
that  attitudes  are  indeed  chang- 
ing. 

At  VCU,  the  Cancer  Rehabilita- 
tion and  Continuing  Care  Pro- 
gram is  doing  its  part  to  lead  the 
way.

A  consolidation  of  services 


It  all  began  in  1974  when  Dr. 
Walter  Lawrence,  Jr.  and  Dr. 
William  Banks,  Jr.  were  appointed 
director  and  co-director  of  the 
MCVA^CU  Cancer  Center. 

Eight  years  and  $8  million  later, 
the  new  Cancer  Center  facility  is  a 
reality.  As  it  nears  completion  its 
focal  point,  the  consolidation  of 
services  for  cancer  patients,  is  also 
becoming  a  reality. 

After  years  of  fund-raising 
while  operating  the  Cancer  Cen- 
ter in  various  temporary  loca- 
tions, the  center's  staff  and  sup- 
porters alone  have  raised  most  of 
the  funds  needed  through  private 
donors,  state  allocations,  the 
MCV  Foundation,  and  university 
funding. 

The  four-story  building  adja- 
cent to  North  Hospital  will  be  able 
to  serve  70  to  100  patients  each 
day  in  radiation  therapy.  Special 
features  include  two  floors  of  re- 
search laboratories,  one  floor  for 
radiation  therapy  with  three  treat- 
ment rooms,  and  one  floor  for 
support  offices  such  as  cancer  re- 
habilitation, a  teaching  room,  a 
reading  room,  administrative  of- 
fices, and  the  protocol  nurse.  In 
addition  the  data-based  record- 
keeping necessary  for  all  cancer 
patients  will  be  centralized.  The 
tumor  registry  maintains  records 
on  patients,  kinds  of  cancers,  and 
related  information. 


Having  one  Cancer  Center 
building  will  provide  a  major  ad- 
vantage in  that  research  will  be 
conducted  in  close  proximity  to 
treatment  areas.  The  center  will 
continue  to  emphasize  a  combina- 
tion of  basic  research,  applied  re- 
search, specialized  and  coordi- 
nated patient  care,  and 
rehabilitation  following  treatment. 

Weekly  cancer  conferences  will 
be  another  integral  part  of  the 
center.  These  conferences  are  re- 
quired for  hospital  accreditation 
by  the  American  College  of  Sur- 
geons, and  the  MCV  Hospitals 
have  been  recently  accredited  the 
maximum  amount  of  three  years 
for  the  second  consecutive  time. 

From  an  administrative  unit  es- 
tablished by  the  VCU  Board  of 
Visitors  in  1974,  the  MCVAVCU 
Cancer  Center,  still  directed  by 
Lawrence  and  Banks,  has  evolved 
to  a  viable  research  and  treatment 
center  for  university  hospitals 
cancer  patients.  The  center's  new 
building,  now  partially  occupied, 
will  be  dedicated  this  spring. 

Although  a  majority  of  the 
funds  have  been  raised,  the  Can- 
cer Center  has  not  yet  reached  its 
necessary  goal  of  about  $8.5  mil- 
lion. Persons  wishing  to  make  do- 
nations may  make  checks  payable 
to  the  MCV/VCU  Cancer  Center, 
Virginia  Commonwealth  Univer- 
sity, Box  37,  Richmond,  VA  23298. 


Carolyn  McCue: 
a  physician  with  heart 


Although  she  is  also  a  graduate  of 
Wellesley  and  Stanford,  Dr.  Caro- 
lyn Moore  McCue  has  devoted 
the  majority  of  her  medical  career 
to  her  final  alma  mater,  the  Medi- 
cal College  of  Virginia. 

A  1941  graduate  of  the  univer- 
sity, McCue  is  the  alumni  associa- 
tion's 1982  Alumnus  of  the  Year. 
She  also  received  this  year  the 
Distinguished  Service  to  Medicine 
Award  at  the  School  of  Medicine's 
graduation  ceremony. 

The  following  reprint  from  the 
Fall  1980  issue  of  Hospitals  in 
Action  gives  an  idea  of  the  impor- 
tant and  long-lasting  effects  of  her 
recent  work  in  pediatric  cardiol- 
ogy- 

Dr.  Carolyn  McCue's  original 
disease  specialty  has  almost 
disappeared.  But  that  hasn't  left 
her  with  time  on  her  hands. 

Rheumatic  fever  was  one  of  the 
major  causes  of  heart  disease  in 
children  during  the  beginning 
stages  of  McCue's  career  in  pedi- 
atric cardiology.  Over  one-half  of 
the  children  developed  heart  dis- 
ease, and  a  clinic  at  the  Medical 
College  of  Virginia  Hospitals  fol- 
lowed their  treatment  and  at- 
tempted to  prevent  recurrences  of 
the  dangerous  disease.  McCue  di- 
rected that  clinic  on  a  part-time 
basis  for  the  first  ten  years  of  her 
medical  career  and  then  began  a 
full-time  career  in  pediatric  cardi- 
ology. 

Wliile  rheumatic  fever  is  the 
result  of  a  streptococcal  infection, 
you  must  also  have  a  susceptibil- 
ity for  it.  Not  only  did  McCue 
have  inclinations  toward  the 
study  of  rheumatic  fever,  but  she 
developed  it  herself.  "1  can't  say  it 
had  any  great  impact  on  my  ca- 
reer," she  says.  "But  it  did  give 


me  more  sympathy  for  my  pa- 
tients." 

It  was  the  development  of  peni- 
cillin, the  increased  availability  of 
health  care,  and  the  improved  liv- 
ing conditions  in  the  United 
States  that  spelled  the  end  of 
rheumatic  fever.  Now  streptococ- 
cal infections  are  detected  in  most 
children  before  they  have  the 
chance  to  develop  into  rheumatic 
fever.  The  emphasis  is  on  preven- 
tion. 

There  was  a  great  deal  of  con- 
genital heart  disease  and  some 
rheumatic  heart  disease  to  treat 
when  McCue  became  a  full-time 
faculty  member  and  director  of 
the  fledgling  Division  of  Pediatric 
Cardiology.  What  was  once  a  one- 
person  staff  has  since 
mushroomed  into  four  full-time 
faculty  members  seeing  more 
than  3,000  outpatients  and  500 
hospital  patients  each  year  with 
heart  disease. 

Most  of  the  heart  disease  in 
children  is  now  congenital,  re- 
marks McCue.  Her  division  spe- 
cializes in  the  care  of  children 
through  the  entire  process  of  con- 
genital heart  disease.  One-half  of 
the  patients  are  diagnosed  with 
heart  disease  before  they  are  a 
month  old,  10  to  20  percent  before 
they  reach  a  year,  and  the  remain- 
der identified  before  they  enter 
school. 


Not  only  has  McCue  seen  one 
cause  of  heart  disease  disappear, 
she  has  also  had  a  front  row  seat 
for  a  number  of  significant  ad- 
vances in  the  treatment  of  heart 
disease.  Improved  diagnostic 
techniques  including  those  in  the 
cardiac  catheterization  laboratory, 
echocardiograms,  stress  test,  and 
monitoring  have  made  detection 
more  accurate.  One  advance, 
open  heart  surgery,  has  proved 
the  answer  for  many  children. 
Another,  the  development  of 
pacemakers,  is  a  new  treatment 
option  in  the  last  ten  years. 

McCue's  special  interest  now  is 
newborns  with  heart  block.  She 
explains  that  this  means  the  atria 
and  ventricles  of  the  heart  are  not 
synchronized  and  beat  indepen- 
dently. This  is  not  correctable  sur- 
gically, but  a  pacemaker  can  help, 
she  says.  The  new  lithium  pace- 
makers, which  are  extremely 
small,  have  been  an  important 
medical  advance  in  her  field  dur- 
ing the  last  two  years. 

McCue  has  managed  to  earn 
the  respect  of  her  colleagues  as 
well  as  her  patients.  She  was  the 
first  woman  elected  president  of 
the  Richmond  Academy  of  Medi- 
cine in  1975  and  earned  the 
Dean's  List  Award  for  outstand- 
ing contributions  to  the  School  of 
Medicine  in  1979. 

She  is  reluctant  to  mention  her 
awards  but  the  children  she  treats 
are  a  different  matter.  For  her,  the 
timing  was  right  for  pediatric 
cardiology — producing  a  career 
with  a  variety  of  twists  and  turns. 
She  says  she  wouldn't  choose  any 
differently  today  and  that  treating 
heart  disease  in  adults  just 
wouldn't  be  the  same. 

"When  we  successfully  treat 
newborns,"  she  says,  "we've 
helped  patients  with  an  entire 
lifespan  in  front  of  them."

As  secretary  of  the  MCV  Alumni  Association  of  VCU,  I  wish  to  report  to  you  on  the  proceedings  of  your  as- 
sociation during  the  past  12  months.  The  following  is  a  summary  of  Executive  Committee  meetings  held  on 
August  27,  1981,  September  27,  1981,  March  24,  1982,  and  May  14,  1982,  and  Board  of  Trustees  meetings  con- 
ducted on  September  21,  1981,  January  24,  1982,  and  May  14,  1982. 

Executive  Committee  actions  and  recommendations  were  heard  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  accepted,  and  any 
necessary  actions  were  taken. 

An  executive  motion  was  approved  to  extend  the  1979  agreement  with  the  university. 

Treasurer's  report: 

Received  the  auditor's  report;  approved  and  proposed  budget  to  be  sent  to  VCU  for  funding  in  1982;  autho- 
rized the  consolidation  of  undesignated  funds  into  a  new  Alumni  Memorial  Student  Fund  to  be  awarded  to  a 
student  annually. 

New  Facility  Feasibility  Committee  report:  Heard  the  committee's  report  on  the  existing  facility.  Passed  exec- 
utive and  board  motions  stating  that  we  wished  to  review  with  Dr.  Edmund  Ackell,  VCU  president,  our  desire 
to  have  a  new  alumni  facility  and  confirm  our  desire  to  cooperate  in  the  planning  of  said  facility.  Heard  ex- 
change of  letters  with  Ackell  concerning  the  future  alumni  facility  (permission  for  an  orderly  solicitation  of 
funds  from  alumni  will  be  granted,  consultation  with  VCU  staff  will  be  made  available,  the  selection  of  a  new 
site  will  be  agreed  upon,  and  the  two  historic  markers  be  properly  placed.)  Discussed  with  architects  prelimi- 
nary plans.  Voted  to  spend  $15  to  20  thousand  to  secure  a  package  with  drawings  of  a  facility  for  location  on 
the  northwest  corner  of  11th  and  Clay  Streets. 

Editorial  Committee  report:  expressed  desire  to  upgrade  the  professional  quality  of  the  Scarab;  made  changes 
in  format;  agreed  class  agents  should  be  secured  for  five-year  periods  to  provide  class  news. 

Reunion  Committee  report: 

Requested  the  scheduling  of  scientific  assemblies  each  reunion  weekend;  revised  locations  and  events;  ap- 
pointed a  committee  to  set  schedule  and  dates  for  next  reunion. 

Public  Affairs  report: 

Authorized  travel  reimbursements  to  persons  traveling  in  place  of  the  executive  director;  recognized  the 
need  to  increase  chapter  attendance  at  local  meetings. 

Liaison  Committee  for  Students  report: 

Praised  the  successful  annual  Senior  Dance  given  cooperatively  by  the  alumni  association  and  the  MCV 
Foundation. 


Nominating  Committee  report:

President's  report 

Members  and  friends  of  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  Alumni  Association  of  VCU:  Although  my  steward- 
ship as  president  of  the  MCV  Alumni  Association  of  VCU  is  only  about  one  half  over,  much  has  transpired 
since  our  last  annual  meeting  and  it  is  a  distinct  honor  to  bring  you  this  report.  1  have  been  privileged  to  at- 
tend meetings  of  five  of  the  six  recently  organized  individual  school  divisions  on  the  MCV  Campus  and  I  am 
inspired  by  the  interest  and  enthusiasm  expressed  in  our  association  and  our  alma  mater.  It  was  disturbing, 
however,  to  discover  that  in  spite  of  repeated  reminders  the  great  majority  of  our  alumni  are  not  contributing 
members  since  we  have  discontinued  our  annual  dues.  Without  a  financial  contribution  to  the  Annual  Fund  an 
alumnus  is  not  eligible  to  vote  or  hold  office.  A  check  made  out  to  the  VCU  Annual  Fund  in  any  amount  may 
be  restricted  or  unrestricted.  You  may  designate  your  tax  exempt  donation  for  the  school  of  your  choice,  the 
MCV  Alumni  Association  of  VCU,  or  the  MCV  Foundation.  Your  alumni  association  appreciates  your  support 
and  your  trustees  need  your  input  and  guidance. 

One  year  ago  it  was  reported  to  you  that  Dr.  W.  C.  Henderson's  Building  Committee  had  been  intensely 
studying  the  possibility  of  building  a  new  alumni  house  in  this  immediate  vicinity.  This  committee  has  been 
expanded  under  the  leadership  of  Drs.  O.  T.  Graham  and  W.  C.  Henderson  and  is  referred  to  as  the  Feasibility 
Committee.  This  committee  recommended  to  the  Executive  Committee  that  the  architectural  firm  of  Marcellus 
Wright,  Cox  and  Smith  be  retained  at  a  cost  of  $15  to  20  thousand  to  produce  schematic  drawings  and  a  pre- 
sentation for  fund  raising.  In  order  to  maintain  the  historic  value  of  the  Maury  House  it  seemed  reasonable  to 
move  the  original  house  without  appendages,  but  including  a  reconstruction  of  the  front  porch.  New  construc- 
tion could  provide  a  large  meeting  room,  office  suite,  three  apartment  spaces  which  could  be  used  by  visiting 
alumni  or  distinguished  university  guests,  and  perhaps  facilities  for  a  faculty  club.  An  artist's  conception 
showing  how  the  building  would  look  on  the  new  site  will  also  be  provided.  Your  Board  of  Trustees,  realizing 
the  need  for  this  type  of  alumni  center,  voted  yesterday  to  proceed  to  this  point.  After  this  preliminary  phase 
has  been  completed  and  we  have  a  better  idea  of  what  will  be  involved,  a  committee  will  meet  with  President 
Edmund  F.  Ackell  and  his  university  staff  to  discuss  construction  on  the  site  next  to  the  Sheltering  Arms  Hos- 
pital at  11th  and  Clay  Streets. 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  Dr.  Alton  Sharpe's  committee  the  following  scholarship  awards  were  pre- 
sented. The  Herman  Hertzberg  M.  D.  Scholarship  Fund  Award  of  $1000  was  presented  to  Dr.  Wanda  S.  Up- 
dike (M.D.  '82)  by  Dr.  Philip  Minor.  Nicole  King  was  the  first  recipient  of  the  annual  award  of  $500  from  the 


Alumni  Memorial  Student  Fund.  The  check  was  presented  at  nursing  awards  night  by  Katherine  Bobbitt  (B.S. 
nursing  '56). 

At  Medical  School  Honors  Day  Dr.  Sharpe  presented  the  second  annual  Harry  Walker  Award  for  exceOence 
in  physical  diagnosis  to  Carmella  A.  Cole  (M.D.  '83)  for  $250. 

The  MCV  Alumni  Association  of  VCU's  participation  at  regional  and  national  meetings  has  been  greatly  ex- 
panded as  you  have  noted  by  the  events  listed  on  the  back  cover  of  the  Scarab.  We  hope  you  will  join  with  your 
fellow  alumni  whenever  possible,  especially  if  the  meeting  is  held  in  your  area.  Whatever  we  can  do  to 
strengthen  and  support  our  local  chapter  will  enrich  the  alumni  association,  our  schools,  and  our  personal 
lives. 

I  would  like  to  thank  our  officers,  trustees,  committee  members,  Mrs.  Stone  and  her  staff,  and  especially  our 
membership  for  their  interest,  support,  and  loyalty  to  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  Alumni  Association  of 
VCU.

Alumnus  of  the  Year  Award 

Dr.  Nooney  asked  Dr.  Wiley  to  present  the  Alumnus  of  the  Year  Award. 
"Mr.  President,  fellow  alumni,  and  guests: 

The  most  prestigious  award  that  this  alumni  association  can  offer  is  the  Alumnus  of  the  Year  Award.  I  feel 
extremely  privileged  to  be  able  to  make  this  presentation  today. 

Our  recipient,  a  native  Richmonder,  is  a  graduate  of  the  Collegiate  School  for  Girls.  She  attended  Wellesley 
College  and  later  was  graduated  summa  cum  laude  from  Stanford  University  with  an  A.B.  degree,  and  was 
elected  to  Phi  Beta  Kappa.  She  attended  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  and  was  graduated  in  the  class  of  1941, 
first  in  her  class,  and  was  a  member  of  AOA.  Following  graduation  she  married  a  fellow  student,  and  the  fol- 
lowing year  interned  at  Wisconsin  General  Hospital.  She  began  her  pediatric  residency  at  Crippled  Children's 
Hospital  in  Philadelphia  and,  after  her  husband's  return  from  service,  returned  to  the  university  where  she 
completed  her  residency. 

She  then  entered  the  private  practice  of  pediatrics  in  Richmond,  developed  an  interest  in  pediatric  cardiol- 
ogy, and  initiated  the  program  for  rheumatic  fever  for  the  Crippled  Children's  Bureau.  In  1947  she  became  the 
director  of  the  Richmond  Pediatric  Cardiology  Clinic,  the  first  in  Virginia.  In  the  late  1950s  she  was  instrumen- 
tal in  developing  the  team  for  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  congenital  heart  disease  on  the  MCV  Campus. 

Upon  the  retirement  of  the  late  Dr.  Lee  Sutton  in  1958,  she  became  interim  Pediatric  Department  chairman 


and  assumed  the  chairmanship  of  the  Department  of  Pediatrics  in  1961.  It  was  during  the  late  1960s  that  the 
pediatric  cardiology  program  became  nationally  famous.  She  became  widely  recognized  as  an  authority  on 
rheumatic  fever  as  well  as  pulmonary  artery  coarctation. 

Her  service  to  the  university,  and  specifically  to  the  alumni  association,  has  been  outstanding.  For  this  insti- 
tution, she  has  been  a  member  of  the  faculty  since  the  completion  of  her  residency,  and  she  has  served  as  a 
member  of  the  Faculty  Senate,  the  Faculty  Council,  and  the  Patient  Care  Committee.  She  was  the  recipient  of 
the  Dean's  Award  in  1979.  We  deeply  regret  that  she  cannot  be  here  with  us  this  afternoon,  as  she  is  receiving 
the  Distinguished  Service  to  Medicine  Award  at  the  School  of  Medicine's  graduation.  She  was  elected  presi- 
dent of  the  Richmond  Academy  of  Medicine  in  1975,  the  first  woman  to  be  so  honored.  She  is  a  past  president 
of  the  Richmond  Area  Heart  Association,  the  Richmond  Pediatric  Society,  and  is  a  council  member  of  the 
American  Heart  Association,  as  well  as  a  member  of  the  governor  of  Virginia's  Child  Health  Advisory 
Committee. 

She  has  remained  active  in  our  alumni  association  and  is  a  past  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  asso- 
ciation. For  the  last  two  years,  she  has  been  a  member  of  our  Scholarship  Committee. 

Her  accomplishments  in  the  field  of  medicine  and  particularly  in  the  field  of  pediatric  cardiology  are  well 
known,  and  she  has  received  much  deserved  praise.  She  is  also  highly  respected  for  her  dedication  to  her  hus- 
band and  family  and  will  long  be  remembered  by  this  association  for  her  loyalty  and  service. 

I,  personally,  for  the  MCV  Alumni  Association  of  VCU,  am  honored  to  present  this  Alumnus  of  the  Year 
Award  to  this  most  respected  colleague  and  beloved  friend  of  mine,  Carolyn  Moore  McCue."

Moving  day 
for  MCVH 

Over  750  guests  including  clinical 
chairmen,  prominent  area  busi- 
ness people,  local  politicians,  and 
the  university's  Board  of  Visitors 
helped  MCV  Hospitals  celebrate 
the  opening  of  the  new  hospital 
on  June  12. 

Dedication  ceremonies  took 
place  in  the  hospital  lobby.  Speak- 
ers were  Douglas  Ludeman,  rec- 
tor of  the  Board  of  Visitors;  Dr. 
Edmund  Ackell,  VCU  president; 


Joseph  Fisher,  Virginia  secretary 
of  human  resources;  and  Myles 
Lash,  executive  director  of 
MCVH. 

The  actual  move  into  the  new 
hospital  began  the  last  week  in 
May  and  will  continue  through- 
out the  summer.  The  transfer  of 
about  400  inpatients  on  June  16 
and  17  was  aided  by  about  100 
people  from  Fort  Lee. 

After  all  units  and  departments 
have  been  moved,  renovation  will 
begin  on  several  existing  facilities. 
Extensive  repairs  are  planned  for 
North  and  West  Hospitals.  East 
Hospital  will  be  demolished  and 
South  Hbspital  will  be  returned  to 
the  state.  The  renovation  package 
should  be  complete  in  1986.  At 
that  time  all  patient  services  at 
MCVH  will  be  consolidated 
within  a  two-block  area.

"Children  helping  children"  is 
the  theme  for  this  year's  event  in 
which  participants  will  jog  around 
Boat  Lake  in  Richmond's  Byrd 
Park  to  raise  money  for  the  chil- 
dren's medical  center  in  MCVH's 
new  $60  million,  539-bed  hospital.

MCV  Foundation 
allocates  over 
$1  million 

Over  $1  million  has  been  allocated 
the  MCV  Campus  schools  and 
hospitals  by  the  MCV  Foundation 
for  fiscal  year  1982-83. 

The  six  schools  will  receive  a  to- 
tal of  $605,682,  $267,756  of  which 
comes  from  unrestricted  funds. 
MCV  Hospitals  will  receive 
$154,000,  and  the  MCVA^CU  Can- 
cer Center  will  be  given  a  third  in- 
stallment of  $250,000  toward  a  $1 
million  pledge  made  by  the  foun- 
dation. These  allocations  total 
$1,009,952. 

Financial  support  for  outstand- 
ing faculty  and  students  where  no 
other  funding  sources  were  avail- 
able is  a  major  funding  area  this 
year.  A  number  of  student  schol- 
arships and  loans  will  be 
awarded. 

In  addition  to  faculty  support, 
funds  will  be  used  to  buy  major 
equipment  for  patient  care  and  re- 
search projects.  Hospitals  alloca- 
tions include  $50,000  for  emer- 
gency financial  aid  for  patients 
and  an  additional  $74,100  for 
equipment  purchases.

Student  survey 

For  the  past  nine  years  VCU  has 
participated  in  a  national  survey 
of  its  freshman  class.  The  survey 
for  1981-82,  like  those  of  past 
years,  uncovered  some  interesting 
results. 

For  example,  VCU  continues  to 
have  a  significantly  higher  per- 
centage of  black  students  in  its 
entering  class  than  is  the  case  na- 
tionally (17.1  percent  versus  8.8 
percent). 

The  percentage  of  VCU  stu- 
dents who  describe  themselves  as 
liberal  has  declined  steadily  from 
44  percent  in  1973  to  20.1  percent 
in  1981.  Conversely,  the  percent- 
age who  describe  themselves  as 
conservative  has  increased  from  7 
percent  in  1973  to  17.3  percent  in 
1981. 

Concerning  the  education  levels 
of  their  parents,  15.4  percent  said 
their  mothers  had  a  college  de- 
gree and  23.2  percent  said  their 
fathers  had  a  college  degree. 
About  38  percent  of  the  VCU  stu- 
dents said  their  mothers  were 
high  school  graduates,  while  22.9 
percent  said  their  fathers  gradu- 
ated from  high  school. 

Over  45  percent  of  the  VCU  re- 
spondents estimated  annual  pa- 
rental income  was  between 
$25,000  and  $50,000.  The  compa- 
rable figure  nationally  is  44.8  per- 
cent. 

For  the  period  1974-79,  between 
72  and  75  percent  of  the  students 
completing  the  survey  said  VCU 
was  their  first  choice  when  select- 
ing a  college  or  university.  This 
figure  dropped  to  67.4  percent  in 
1980  and  increased  to  69.3  percent 
in  1981.  Approximately  32.5  per- 
cent said  they  were  accepted  at 
one  other  college  (33  percent  na- 
tionally), and  24  percent  said  they 
were  accepted  at  two  other  col- 
leges (25.6  percent  nationally). 

As  for  reasons  which  respon- 
dents saw  as  important  in  their 
decision  to  attend  college,  74.3 
percent  said  to  "learn  more  about 
things  that  interest  me"  (73.7  per- 
cent nationally),  70.8  percent  said 


to  "get  a  better  job"  (75.6  percent 
nationally),  and  69.8  percent  said 
to  "gain  a  general  education  and 
appreciation  of  ideas"  (67.4  per- 
cent nationally). 

Adding  to  the 
archives 

The  papers  of  the  late  Dr.  Walther 
Riese,  associate  professor  emeri- 
tus of  neurology,  psychiatry,  and 
the  history  of  medicine,  have 
been  acquired  by  Tompkins-Mc- 
Caw  Library. 

The  library's  Special  Collections 
and  Archives  will  house  18  cubic 
feet  of  records  containing  corre- 
spondence, research  notes, 
books,  and  journal  reprints  re- 
flecting Riese's  varied  interests 
and  activities.  Included  are  a  his- 


tory of  medicine  research  for  the 
National  Institutes  of  Health  and 
his  service  to  the  former  Virginia 
Department  of  Mental  Hygiene 
and  Hospitals  (now  the  Depart- 
ment of  Mental  Health  and  Men- 
tal Retardation)  as  a  consulting 
neuropathologist. 

He  was  the  author  of  15  books 
and  more  than  260  articles  on 
neurology,  neuroanatomy,  medi- 
cal psychology,  and  the  history 
and  philosophy  of  medicine.  He 
is  especially  noted  for  his  studies 
of  human  and  animal  brains. 

The  collection  was  donated  by 
Riese's  grandson,  Rowland  VU- 
lars,  of  Richmond. 

The  university's  Riese-Melton 
Award  for  outstanding  contribu- 
tions to  cross-cultural  relations 
was  established  in  honor  of  Riese 
and  Herman  Melton,  a  former  la- 
boratory technician  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Anatomy.

Patient  education 

A  five-year,  $2.7  million  grant  has 
been  awarded  VCU  for  patient 
education  research  aimed  toward 
reducing  the  occurrence  and  se- 
verity of  cardiovascular  diseases. 

Research  for  the  National 
Heart,  Lung,  and  Blood  Institute 
grant  will  be  conducted  by  a  team 
from  the  university's  Educational 
Planning  and  Development  Pro- 
gram and  the  Departments  of 
Family  Practice,  Human  Genetics, 
Surgery,  and  Pediatrics.  Re- 
searchers will  test  the  effects  of 
several  educational  approaches  in 
helping  patients  reduce  the  likeli- 
hood of  disease  due  to  salt  con- 


sumption, poor  diet,  excess 
weight,  smoking,  and  inattention 
to  the  warning  signs  of  stroke. 

The  project,  which  will  be  car- 
ried out  in  five  family  practice 
centers,  will  study  the  contribu- 
tion of  genetic  and  familial  factors 
to  cardiovascular  disease  and  its 
prevention,  and  the  use  of  nonin- 
vasive technology  in  detecting 
early  stroke  warnings.  Faculty 
physicians  from  the  centers  have 
formed  a  Cardiovascular  Task 
Force  to  plan  and  coordinate  proj- 
ect research  activities.  They  ex- 
pect their  findings  to  help  shape 
the  nationwide  pattern  of  primary 
health  care,  particularly  in  disease 
prevention. 

VCU's  family  practice  centers 
maintain  a  system  of  patient- 
physician  recordkeeping  consid- 
ered necessary  for  systematic  in- 
quiry into  the  effectiveness  of 
preventive  and  educational  ap- 
proaches to  health.  In  addition  to 
training  new  family  physicians 
the  centers  provide  primary  care 
to  72,000  patients  throughout  Vir- 
ginia. 


Higher  degrees 

Five  new  graduate  degree  pro- 
grams will  be  added  to  VCU's  cur- 
riculum this  fall. 

The  State  Council  of  Higher  Ed- 
ucation for  Virginia  approved  pro- 
grams for  a  master  of  education 
degree  in  early  childhood  handi- 
capped and  doctorates  in  public 
administration,  business  adminis- 
tration, health  services  organiza- 
tion and  research,  and  urban 
services. 

The  university  now  offers  60 
bachelor's,  63  master's,  21  doc- 
toral, and  three  first-professional 
degrees. 


A  matter  of 
the  heart 

Medicare  coverage  may  include 
heart  transplant  operations  in  the 
future,  depending  upon  the 
results  of  a  federal  study  being 
conducted  by  medical  centers 
across  the  nation. 

VCU's  Medical  College  of  Vir- 
ginia Hospitals  is  one  of  six  medi- 
cal centers  chosen  to  study  this  is- 
sue through  next  year.  While 
Medicare  is  considered  primarily 
a  medical  coverage  program  for 
persons  aged  65  and  older,  it  now 
covers  certain  procedures,  such  as 
kidney  dialysis  and  kidney  trans- 
plants, for  younger  people.  Heart 
transplants  have  been  excluded 
from  Medicare  coverage  since 
mid-1980. 

The  Health  Care  Financing  Ad- 
ministration of  the  Department  of 
Health  and  Human  Services  has 
appropriated  a  total  of  $2  million 
for  the  study.  Of  that  amount, 
$500,000  has  been  awarded  to  Bat- 
telle  Corporation  of  Seattle  to 
study  certain  administrative  as- 
pects of  the  issue,  and  the  re- 
maining funds  will  be  shared  by 
the  medical  centers  which  also  in- 
clude Stanford  University  Medical 
Center,  the  University  of  Arizona, 
the  University  of  Pittsburgh,  Co- 
lumbia Presbyterian  Medical  Cen- 
ter, and  the  University  of  Minne- 
sota. 

Dr.  Michael  Hess,  cardiologist, 
is  the  university's  principal  inves- 
tigator for  the  study.  Questions  to 
be  considered,  he  sqys,  include 
cost  effectiveness  of  the  heart 
transplantation  procedure,  the 
ability  of  recipients  to  return  to 
work,  long-term  economic  and  so- 
cial consequences,  and  social  con- 
siderations.

Increasing 
infants'  chances 

Serious  illness  or  even  death  can 
result  from  blood  transfused  to 
extremely  small  babies  when  it 
contains  a  certain  virus  common 
to  a  large  percentage  of  blood 
donors. 

Fortunately  for  babies  born  at 
MCV  Hospitals,  blood  given  them 
is  first  screened  by  the  Richmond 
Metropolitan  Blood  Service  for 
any  traces  of  cytomegalovirus. 
Following  the  concept  of  giving 
blood  free  of  the  virus  to  certain 
infants,  VCU's  program  is  be- 
lieved to  be  one  of  the  few  of  its 
kind. 

Dr.  Stuart  P.  Adler,  assistant 
professor  of  pediatrics  and  micro- 
biology, says  while  most  patients 
who  receive  blood  containing  the 
virus  experience  little  or  no  prob- 
lem, the  effect  on  some  infants 
can  be  serious.  The  viral  infec- 
tion's effects  range  from  slight  ill- 
ness to  permanent  nervous  sys- 
tem damage  and  death. 

Infants  who  weigh  less  than 
three  pounds  at  birth  and  whose 
mothers  show  no  evidence  of  pre- 
vious infection  are  most  suscepti- 
ble to  the  virus,  which  can  be 
transmitted  through  transfusions 
or  while  the  fetus  is  still  in  the 
womb.  Adler  says  about  1  to  3 
percent  of  all  infants  are  infected 
at  birth.  Of  those  infants,  about 
10  percent  show  obvious  defects 
such  as  mental  retardation,  while 
the  others  appear  to  be  normal. 

Dental  care 
for  the  young 

A  new  3,000  square-foot  pediatric 
clinic  has  been  opened  by  the 
School  of  Dentistry's  Department 
of  Pediatric  Dentistry. 


Dr.  Frank  H.  Farrington,  de- 
partment chairman,  says  the  fa- 
cility has  12  chairs  in  a  general 
clinic  area,  a  three-chair  clinic  for 
post  doctoral  students  or  special 
patient  care,  and  a  quiet  room 
equipped  with  a  one-way  obser- 
vation mirror.  The  clinic  also  has  a 
parent  consultation  room,  preven- 
tive hygiene  area,  and  more  cen- 
tralized instrument  sterilization 
and  record  storage. 

The  clinic  can  accommodate 
about  30  children  each  day  and 
the  program  allows  students  to 
provide  almost  all  aspects  of  den- 
tal care  for  young  patients  in  one 
setting.  Farrington  says  handi- 
capped children  and  children 
with  unusual  or  special  dental 
needs  will  also  be  treated  in  the 
new  facOity. 

The  third  floor  of  the  Wood  Me- 
morial Building  at  521  North  11th 
Street  houses  the  pediatric  dental 
clinic. 


Screening 
the  aged 


A  study  of  400  elderly  persons  by 
VCU's  Virginia  Center  on  Aging 
supports  the  methodology  of  a 
program  that  denies  nursing 
home  placement  to  some  appli- 
cants. 

An  evaluation  study  of  the  Vir- 
ginia Nursing  Home  Preadmis- 
sion Screening  Program  was  con- 
ducted with  support  from  the 
Administration  on  Aging  and  in 
cooperation  with  the  Virginia  De- 
partment of  Health  and  Welfare  to 
determine  the  program's  effective- 
ness since  it  began  in  1977.  As  the 
first  statewide  preadmission 
screening  and  referral  program, 
its  goals  are  to  delay  or  avoid  un- 
wanted or  inappropriate  nursing 
home  placement  and  to  help  con- 
trol Medicaid  costs. 


Local  screening  committees  are 
allowed  to  apply  their  own 
methods  in  carrying  out  the  pro- 
gram. Nursing  home  applicants 
are  screened  if  they  are  not  in  a 
community  hospital  or  nursing 
home,  and  if  they  are  or  will  be- 
come eligible  for  Medicaid  within 
90  days  of  admission.  Screening 
committees  include  a  public 
health  physician,  a  nurse,  a  public 
welfare  social  worker,  and  other 
community  service  representa- 
tives. Medicaid  reimbursement  is 
available  for  an  eligible  applicant 
when  certification  is  made  by  the 
committee. 

The  study's  evaluation  survey 
was  designed  to  assess  the  degree 
to  which  the  program  meets  its 
objectives,  and  the  committee 
member  survey  was  used  to  de- 
scribe the  program's  operational 
procedures.  Plans  for  the  evalua- 
tion survey  included  interviews  of 
100  screened  nursing  home  appli- 
cants who  had  been  approved, 
100  screened  applicants  who  were 
not  approved,  100  nursing  home 
admissions  who  did  not  require 
screening,  and  100  community 
residents  whose  functional  and/or 
cognitive  disabilities  put  them  at 
risk  for  nursing  home  care.  The 
committee  member  survey  inter- 
viewed members  of  local  screen- 
ing committees. 

Study  results  indicate  that 
screening  does  enhance  appropri- 
ate placement  of  long-term  care 
users  and  helps  avoid  unneces- 
sary institutionalization  for  many 
applicants.  One  finding  suggests 
that  persons  who  are  denied 
nursing  home  placement  are  more 
likely  to  preserve  a  greater  sense 
of  personal  control  over  their  en- 
vironments than  those  who  are 
approved.  Evidence  was  also 
found  that  Medicaid  savings  are 
about  $358  for  each  screening  in 
the  six  months  immediately  fol- 
lowing screening. 

Assistant  professor  Dr.  Eliza- 
beth B.  Harkins  of  the  Center  on 
Aging  says  the  program  appears 
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to  work  in  "a  regulatory  vac- 
uum." But,  she  says,  it  still  works 
in  spite  of  the  absence  of  rules 
and  regulations.  According  to 
Harkins,  Virginia's  program  has 
sparked  national  interest,  "and 
when  they  investigate  it,  they're 
either  astounded  at  the  loose  or- 
ganization and  dismiss  it,  or 
they're  doubly  impressed  by  its 
success." 

The  program's  success  is  evi- 
dent in  the  recent  passing  of  Vir- 
ginia Senate  Bill  219.  Prior  screen- 
ing will  soon  be  a  requirement  for 
Medicaid  reimbursement  of  all 
nursing  home  expenses  within  six 
months  of  admission,  and  pro- 
gram assessments  and  criteria  will 
become  more  standardized.  The 
program  will  remain  flexible  so  lo- 
cal groups  can  establish  proce- 
dures to  fit  specific  needs.  Ac- 
cording to  the  study,  flexibility 
may  be  a  major  cause  of  the  pro- 
gram's success. 

Please  do 
drink  the  water 

According  to  Dr.  Joseph  F.  Borzel- 
leca's  mice,  drinking  water  in  this 
country  is  not  hazardous  to  one's 
health. 

Borzelleca,  head  of  VCU's  toxi- 
cology division,  directs  one  of  the 
nation's  largest  research  projects 
on  drinking  water  sponsored  by 
the  Environmental  Protection 
Agency.  Over  the  past  six  years, 
the  EPA  has  put  more  than  $2  mil- 
lion into  the  project,  one  of  sev- 
eral being  done. 

To  date  few  adverse  reactions 
have  been  noted  even  at  high 
doses.  The  mice  are  tested  with 
about  30  contaminants  in  three 
separate  experiments  to  deter- 
mine effects  on  their  behavior,  im- 
mune system,  reproduction. 


stress  response,  and  neurochemi- 
cal makeup.  The  first  experiment 
shows  how  mice  react  to  a  single 
large  dose,  such  as  humans  might 
receive  from  a  chemical  spill  or  ac- 
cident. The  second  experiment  ex- 
poses mice  to  different  doses 
every  day  for  two  weeks  which  is 
comparable  to  two  or  three  days 
of  exposure  to  high  concentra- 
tions for  humans.  Borzelleca  says 
the  third  experiment  is  one  of  the 
most  significant  tests  because  it 
allows  time  for  chemicals  to  cause 
almost  any  kind  of  change.  In  this 
90-day  study  mice  are  given  a  va- 
riety of  chemical  concentrations. 

Extreme  concentrations  are 
used  to  try  to  produce  the  chemi- 
cals' worst  effects.  The  lowest 
concentrations  given  the  mice  are 
ten  to  100  times  greater  than  hu- 
mans would  consume,  and  most 
are  100  to  3,000  times  greater.  If 
the  highest  concentrations  cannot 
be  dissolved  in  drinking  water, 
they  are  administered  through 
stomach  tubes  or  in  other  sub- 
stances. 

Borzelleca  says  humans  and 
mice  do  not  necessarily  react  in 
the  same  ways,  but  a  negative  re- 
action in  a  mouse  "serves  as  a 
warning."  Judging  from  the 
results  so  far,  he  says,  "Our  con- 
clusion is  that  drinking  water  in 
our  country  is  safe."
